Tax plan could hit Ohioans harder 


Loss of some deductions, other changes are mixed bag

The federal tax reform 
plan introduced into Con- 
gress last week could hit 
Northeast Ohio residents 
harder in at least one area: 
the elimination of deduc- 
tions for state and local in- 
come taxes. 

The proposed Tax Cuts 


and Jobs Act introduced 
Thursday would reduce 
the number of tax brackets 
and eliminate deductions 
for many expenses, includ- 
ing medical bills, adoption 
costs, student loan interest 
and interest on new, large 
mortgages. 

But the plan to get rid of 
the deduction of taxes paid 
on state and local income 


would hit some harder in 
Ohio than in other parts of 
the country. 

When people think of the 
high-tax states, they often 
think of California, New 
York, New Jersey and oth- 
ers. Ohio falls somewhere 
in the bottom quarter of tax 
rates, said Akron certified 
public accountant Dave Mc- 
Clain, with the highest rate 


being just shy of 5 percent. 
But there’s more to the story. 

“Ohio, unlike many states, 
also has a city income tax- 
ing system that can reach 
2.5 percent on earned in- 
come. This combined rate 
would move Ohio into the 
top quarter of state income 
tax rates,’ said McClain, tax 
partner at BDO USA. 

At the same time, the pro- 


posal includes increasing the 
standard deduction, as well 
as disallowing other types of 
itemized deductions. This 
combination, McClain said, 
“means it is likely a signifi- 
cant portion of taxpayers in 
Ohio” who currently itemize 
their taxes would choose in- 
stead to claim the standard 
deduction. The state and 
local tax deduction would be 
a big driver of this, he said.

Election | Analysis 
Mayor's 
race may 
hinge on 
West Side 


Jackson, Reed look 
beyond their bases

In what’s turning out 
to be a more competitive 
than usual race featuring 
two East Side politicians, 
West Side voters could end 
up playing a decisive role 
Tuesday in determining 
who will be Cleveland’s 
mayor for the next four 
years. 

Mayor Frank Jackson, 
who lives in the city’s Cen- 
tral neighborhood, and City 
Councilman Zack Reed, of 
Mount Pleasant, both have 
been campaigning on the 
West Side, searching for 
votes beyond their geo- 
graphic bases of support. 
Although this is less true 
than it used to be, the West 
Side traditionally is whiter 
and more conservative than 
the mostly black East Side. 

Jackson’s campaign 
declined to discuss its 
strategy for this story. But 
Dave Wondolowski, a top 
official with the Cleveland 
Building & Construction 
Trades Council, which has 
endorsed Jackson, said 
he views the East Side as 
a likely “draw” between 
Jackson and Reed. 

“Its crucial,” he said. 
“The election’s won or lost 
on the West Side.” 

Those close to Reed’s 
campaign may view the 
city’s 2005 mayoral elec- 
tion as a blueprint for suc- 
cess. 

That year, Jackson, who 
was then the City Council 
president, got 30 percent 
of the West Side vote while 
winning 64 percent of the 
East Side vote.
